representations to the Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, he said, the Prime Minister 
had ga a decision that had saved the 
rates 
the citizens could speak too highly of the 
Prime Minister when he came to their assist- 
ance. The major reason why they were 
given the heavy burden of distress—which 
was practically one-third of the cost of any 
other industria] city in Great Britain—was 
the fact that a rate of a penny now produced 
£7,460. He thought it was time for the 
grumbling with either the Government or 
Corporation to stop. The chief need of the 
city at the present time was industries. 
_ The Lord Mayor, Sir Crawford McCullagh, 
dealing with the same subject, said that the 
demand of the Guardians for an exceptional 
rate went up by leaps and bounds, and they 
had anticipated that there would be a rise 
of £2,000 a week at one time. The great 
trading concerns—the gas, electricity and the 
tramways—had agreed to pay £32,000 last 
year and £64,000 this year towards the relief 
of rates. By this means and by other 
economies they had been able to reduce the 
increase by 1s. in the £. 

Referring to the railway situation, the Lord 
Mayor said that it was not for him to say 
who was responsible for the strike, but he 
thought that with the use of a little common- 
sense the strike would not have taken place, 
having regard to the amount involved, It 
was satisfying that the strike was free from 
civil commotion and strife, and he hoped that 
a settlement would soon be brought about.

The remaining 
ticket, MK 41106, she purchased out of her 
own money for her husband and herself, but 
subsequently she sold a quarter of the ticket 
to Mary Willett, of 12 Mostyn street, Lian- 
dudno, for two shillings and sixpence. She 
told her daughter to put her name, ‘* Moira,” 
on the ticket for luck, She intended her 
simply to put “'Móira ” as a pseudonym, but 
her daughter, thinking that she meant her 
to fill in her entire name, did so. The minor 
never had, and never was intended to have, 
any interest whatever in the ticket or in the 
prize money. 

Mrs, Jones added that her husband and herself 
alone had any interest in the ticket, and that 
the prize money paid into court by the 
trustees belonged, three-quarters thereof to 
her husband and herself: and one quarter to 
Mary Willett. 

The ticket, it was stated, drew Summer 
Planet. 

Mr. Bacon (instructed by Mr. Frank V. 
Gordon), who appeared for the minor, said 
that, subject to hile Jordship’s approval, Mr. 
Russell (for the father and mother of the 
minor) and he had come to an arrangement 
that one-quarter of the money should be paid 
to Miss Willett.

£2,000 FOR WIDOW AND

The hearing conchided of the action in 
which Mrs. Mary Bogues, 4 Redbourne 
terrace, The Square, Hollywood, Co. Down, 
sued Valentine Daly, general merchant, 
McMahon street, Carrickmacross, for damages 
for the death of her husband, James Bogues, 
a pawnbroker, who lost his life, she alleged, 
by being knocked down by a motor car owned 
by the defendant. ‘The action was brought 
under Lord Campbell’s Act by the widow for 
her own benefit and that of her eight 
children, 

The evidence was that the late James 
Bogues was in Dublin for the Eucharistic 
Congress, and was crossing Dawson street 
when he was knocked down by the defend- 
ant’s motor car.

The jury found for the plaintiff, and 
assessed damages at £2,000, of which they 
apportioned £500 to the widow and the 
balance among her children.

THE HISTORICAL SIDE. 


Mr. Lavery, concluding his arguments on 
behalf of the Roman Catholic “ special de- 
fendants,"” suggested that it was of the 
utmost importance to take tha historical 
aspects of the case into consideration. It 
was of importance to have a picture of the 
times in which those documents came into 
being, and in which the Trust was founded, 
to enable the Court to construe the docu- 
ments. This foundation, he submitted, was 
not, as was alleged in the statement of claim, 
the private act of a private founder, pro- 
vided out of estates of his own, in which he 
was well settled. 

The Chief Justice suggested that, perhaps, 
too much emphasis was laid on the réligions 
side of the case, and that insufficient atten- 
tion was paid to the historical side. Was it 
not the ohiect of those people who got for- 
feited and confiscated lands to consolidate 
their position, and to prevent any revival of 
the Catholic religion? The question was 
whether, for the consolidation of the political 
English position, did they not, as far as 
possible, try to €éstablish an ascendancy 
among a homogeneous population, English in 
character, and everntuelly to stamp out the 
old Irish people and make the two countries 
indistinguishable ? 

Mr. Lavery stated that the charitable 
element, in a foundation of this kind would 
be educational. 

The Chief Justice—That is the point. It 
has to be considered whethér he was ad- 
vancing a religious faith or advancing the 
conquest, and whether this was all not part 
simply of the political activities of the time. 
It would be interesting to consider the ques- 
tion if it were approached from that point 
of view. 

Mr. Lavery said that the historical 
evidence must be considered to get the docu- 
ments of foundation into their true peérspec- 
tive. Ths circums’ances of the time would 
have to be considered, and it would also 
kave to be considered how Erasmus Smith 
found himself in relation to those circum- 
stances. To find out which was the true 
Trust document, it was necessary for the 
Court to have before them hot only the 
documents, but also the general history of 


tween those documents in order to say what 
was the legal effect of them. So far as the 
Deed was concerned, it was necessary to 
show that titles established in the time of the 
Commonwealth were utterly destroyed on the 
Restoration, and lands vested in the King 
were to be re-granted to adventurers and 
soldiers who were to begin a new title from 
the King. 


IN THE CHARTER. 


Following on the same side, Mr. Gavan 
Duffy said that in this case the plaintiffs 
had undertaken a formidable task. ey had 
set out to prove that when a plundering 
speculator in Irish lands founded schools in 
Ireland he was moved pritcipally by remorse 
and by intense religious fervour, and that this 
ostensible scholastic charity was founded prin- 
cipally for the pur of propagating a religion 
hitherto unheard of—namely, Protestantism ac- 
cording to the Scriptures. The difficulty of 
the plaintiffs’ task accounted for the very re- 
markable way in which the case was put be- 
fore the Court by a master of strategy and 
stratagem, whose flight from the Charter—a 
retreat conducted so skilfally—could hardly 
be recognis~*? by the Court. 

The object, he took it, was to divert atten- 
tion from the real issue—namely, what was 
the paramount intention disclosed by the 
Charter? In the High Court it was stated 
that it did not matter whieh was the docu- 
ment of foundation. In this Court every at- 
tempt was made to minimise the Charter, 
which was not Protestant enough. A deter- 
mined effort was made to make it look more 
Protestant than it was; a Protestant atmos- 
phere had been created by introducing every 
manne” of irrelevancy and extravagarice from 
the christening records of Mr. Smith’s children 
to the courageous excursions of modern his- 
tory professors into the elusive happenings of 
centuries ago. 

With Mr, Jellett Protestantism was to be 
found everywhere except in the Charter. None 
of the Protestant phrases used by Mr, Jellett 
was to be found in the Charter. If Erasmus 
Smith showed ardent Protestantism, he suc- 
ceeded. in concealing that ardowr in the 
Charter. This presentation of Protestantism 
was beside the point and led the Court no- 
where, It was a travesty to say that they 
were eoncerned with the probable intentions 
of Erasmus Smith. The sole issue was the 

aramount and predominant intention of the 

harter document. | 

With regard to the claim that Grammar 
Schools were Protestant, counsel stated that, 
wherever possible, the Courts in England had 
prevented the Church of England from getting 
the exclusive benefit. Having cited cases in 
support of his contention, he said that if 
religion was the predominant thing in a 
Grammar School the Church of England could 
not be treated in that way. The Courts in 
England did not treat the ie! gre of the day 
as the thing that mattered most. The 
Charter provided for free Grammar Schools 
for a favoured class; that was what the 
founder really had at heart. That matter 
of free education was of extreme importance 
on the question of the charitable nature of the 
foundation. 


LAW OF THE LAND. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy quoted old Acts of Parlia- 
ment to show that at the time of Erasmus 
Smith it was the law of the land that one 
did not create a charity by creating a school 
thet he. mob &-fres onbosh-or creating a 
religious endowment.

Infection Scares. 


At the present moment a great deal is 
being said about probable lodgings for the 
influenza ferm, and people are warned to 
avoid overcrowded places and -ovcrheated 
rooms. Evem the wireless has been used 
for dissertations- upon the need for 
caution, and there cannot be many people 
in the British Islands who do not know 
that the germ is on the rampage. There 
have been many scares in these ccuntries 
about the march of a germ, but none 
greater than the grave uneasiness caused 
by the wholesale distribution of army 
blankets after the South African War. 
These blankets were infested with 
germs of typhoid fever, and numbers of 
them were bought by institutions in 
England, as well as by private individuals. 
The former could be traced and destroyed, 
but many of the others could not be 
located. Some of the Irish public pot 
very uneasy about a probable outbreak 
of typhoid in this country, but the late 
Sir Charles Cameron denied emphatically 
that any of the army blankets had found 
their way to Ireland. 


Hurling in Cornwall. 


I do not think it is generally known in 
this country that the game of hurley, or 
a variation of it, is still played in Corn- 
wall, The headquarters of the sport is the 
little town of St. Columb Major, near 
Newquay, and when a match is in progress 


the traffic has to be diverted ; for the game | 
is played on the public road, with a ball | 


cased in silver, the goals being represented 
by two stone troughs, each a mile distant 
in opposite directions from the centre of 
the town. 

The hurlers of Cornwall are mentioned 
in the history of the county as far back 
as 1594. It is on record that Sir Cesar 
Colclough, of Tintern Abbey, County 


' Wexford, boasted to King William ITI. 
that he would bring a team of hurlers from | 


Wexford capable of beating the best that 
Cornwall could produce. In order to make 
ood his boast, he collected the. finest 
urlers in the county at Tintern, and 
selected a team from them. The contest 
took place in Cornwall, in the presence 
of the King and Queen, and the Irishmen 
were victorious. Out of compliment to 
William, the Irish were provided with 
yellow sashes for their waists, a circum- 
stance which gave rise to the characteristic 
with Wexford- 
men, 


‘Ringsend. 


I had some business in Ringsend the 
ether day (writes a correspondent), and 
while passing through that not very at- 
tractive district I tried in vain to re- 
eonstruct the pretty suburb, of which the 
early eighteenth century chroniclers gave 
such flattering accounts. According to 
them, Ringsend in those days had a greut 
reputation as a sea-bathing resort, being 
the nearest place of its kind to Dublin; it 
possessed many pleasant boarding-houses 
and private residences, with gardens and 
orchards. There was a flourishing oyster- 
bed at Poolbeg, and we are told that, in 
1748, oysters “ fresh and in their purity 
may be had at the ‘Sign of the Good 
Woman’ in Ringsend.’’ I do not sup- 
pose they were relatively as expensive 
then as they are to-day, but there is no 
doubt that Ringsend, when it was a 
packet station, took a considerable toll 
from passing travellers. One visitor, in 


the year 1699, states that he was “ nobly 


treated at the King’s Head in this dear 
lace ’’ (as all post towns generally are). 
e was obliged to take a ' Ringsend 
earr ” to get to Dublin, as it was neces- 
sary to cross a “ pretty rapid ” stream, 
the Dodder. This river, before the forma- 
tion of the Bohernabreena reservoir, 
seems to have played havoc with Rings- 
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duced to ite present proportions, Ringsend 
never a] to have revbverted its popu- 
larity as a seaside resort. 


Irish, Jtinerants. 


An interesting book might be written 
| about some of the itinerants who have 
travelled Irish roads, if only to record the 
conversation and growth of language 
among a class of people who have had 
urgent need for expression of their ex- 
periences during the stirring times of this 
last twenty years, and only their mother 
wit by which to do it. Martin 
Luther considered the conversation of 
tramps more interesting than the con- 
versation of savants. ‘‘ The strollin 
gentry,” he wrote, ‘ have a language o 
their own, a language but poorly under- 
stood in all its ramifications, except by 
those in constant touch with it.” I re- 
member being in a country courthouse a 
good many years ago when a resident 


magistrate elicited some information about 
tramps’ slang from a witness during the 
hearing of a case of robbery. He had over- 
heard a roadside conversation in which 
another man had asked the prisoner if he 
had got the “ harvey.’’ ‘‘ And what did 
he mean by the ‘harvey’”’? the magis- 
trate asked. ‘‘ He meant the ‘ Harvey 
; Duff’—the money,” the tramp explained. 


| Compton Mackenzie’s MSS. 


t 


A number of Compton Mackenzie's 
original manuscripts, which the author 
himself is sending to the salerooms, “are 
to be auctioned at the end of this month 
in London. The MSS. of the first volume 
of ‘Sinister Street’’ is among them. 
This consists of 551 folios. The manu- 
script is accompanied by corrected page 
proofs. Others to be sold include 
“ Guy and Pauline,” ‘‘ Poor Relations,”’ 
‘Rogues and Vagabonds”’ and “ Gallipoli 
Memories.’’ It will be interesting to learn 
what price these manuscripts fetch. 
There has been considerable fluctua- 
tion in the prices paid for the first 
editions of modern authors during the 
last few years. Galsworthy’s works are 
almost certain to increase considerably in 
price during this year, although in 1930 
there was a considerable slump so far as 
his books were concerned, Three of his 
first editions were sold for as low as 
thirty-eight shillings, ” 


First E-dition Prices. 


To-day these three books would probably 
be worth about £30 apiece. It is interesting 
to recall, however, that in 1929 copies of 
the ‘‘ Forsyte Saga’’ were changing hands 
at round £60 each. ‘These were the 1922 


78. 6d. editions. In December of that year 
eight of Galswérthy’s books produced a 
total of £309. This was at Sotheby's 
rooms, London. In 1930, in addition to 
Galsworthy, Locke, Gissing and deJa Mare 
realised very low prices. Five of Locke’s 
books went for to and de Ja Mare’s 
“ Henry Brocken’’ changed hands for 5s. 
Sir James Barrie was an exception at 
that time (the early part of 1930); for 
“The Little Minister” brought £68. 
Mr. Shaw is another writer whose first 
editions always steadily advanced in price 
from year to year. I think there was 
only one exception, and this was at an 
American auction in 1929. In 1929 there 
was also a very interesting sale of 
his works in London. “The. Unsocia] 
Socialist ' (1887) went for £66. A special] 
copy of '“ Man and Superman,’’ with the 


author's signature, changed. hands at 
£230. 


Donovan. 


Trinity men of pre-War, as well as of 
post-War. vintage will be very sorry to 
learn that “ Phil” Donovan is dead. 
Donovan was one of the most popular 
porters who ever stood in the Front Lodge. 
He was a man of wide sympathies, and 
nobody had a more kindly appreciation of 
the pitfalls that beset the path of the un- 
wary undergraduate. For many years 
Donovan acted as the guide, philosopher 
and friend of callow youths, who, fresh 


from the country, dreaded the teniptations 
of the great city, and his unbounded ex- 
perience of generations of ‘‘ jibs ” stood 
in good stead to many a troubled soul. 
Donovan will be missed by Trinity men in 
every part of the world. His cheery face 
never failed to greet the wanderer on his 
return to his old haunts, and from 
Peshawar to Saskatchewan College men of 
many generations will pour a libation in 
memory of a porter who was at once a 
gentleman and a faithful friend.

HOME. |

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the Management 
Committee, friends and supporters of the 
Bethany Home (the Dublin Prison Gate Mis- 
sion, with which is incorporated the Dublin 
Midnight Mission), was Meld in the Hall; 
Blackhall place, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. A. H. 
Gibson presiding. 

In the annual “report: it was stated that 
during the past year five girls were married, 
two from the home and three past inmates. 
Many heartbroken parents had found relief 
through the open door in Bethany for their 
daughters, An anonymous gift of £300, with 
a legac~ of £400, had helped them consider- 
ably. Since April, 1932, there had been such 
an improvement that they were able to ad- 
mit a greater number of girls than for many 
years past. The number of girls staying in 
the home for 1952 was over 80 per cent. 
more than in 1931. - But for the help given 
by Dr. Barnardo's Homes they would not be 
able to help as many girls as they did, Last 
year the average number of children with 
nurse-mothers was thirteen, and in respect of 
these the mothers contributed £137 18s. and 
Dr. Barnardo £95 Os. 11d. There were at 
present twenty children with nurse-mothers 
and seventeen in the home. They had not 
been able to get as many adoptions as in the 
year 195], but they were able to place some 
children in good names. 

The finiwwcial statement read by Mr. George 
McDonald showed that the subscriptions for 
the year were £306 10s., donations £75 3s. 6d., 
collections, etc., £62 16s. 3d., Sale of Work 
and Pound Day £151 lés. 8d., legacies £408 
10s.. donations for reduction of overdraft 
£351 1s., which, with dividends, ete., brought 
the tota! income to £1,551 19s. 7d. The ex- 


penditure amounted to £9587s.3d. Thev had / 


reduced the bank overdraft by £565 10s, 5d. 

The Chairman (Mr. Gibson) said that. the 
work of the home was very much misunder- 
stood in many circles. There were many who 
looked upon it as prosletysing work—that 
their aim was to entice people from one 
Church to anether—whereas the fact. was that 
the great aim, and the only aim, of the home 
was to bring sinners back to Jesus.

There was no militarist: feeling in France, 
in the way of admiration for the Army and 
uniforms, but, apart from. the militaristic 
aspect, there was one advantage of the 
French system of compulsory ee service 
which was not generally unde by the 
Ang'o-Saxon mind. This was its aspect as a 
democratic institution. It was a good thing 
to have all classes of young men thrown 
together, as they were by the Army. 


THE CASTE. SYSTEM. 


Mr. B. K. Talookdar, M.A. (India), de- 
scribed. the caste system as being exactly 
similar to the British class system. “If 
Oxford students make a row after the boat 
race,” he explained, “' it is called high spir.ts, 
while if poor ple from the East End make 
a row it is called rowdyism. If a rich woman 
steals it is called neurasthen:a, while if a 
poor woman steals it is called theft. The caste 
system is precisely similar.” — | 

In order to learn what India was |.ke, he 
said, it would be a mistake to go to that 
well-known book, “ Mother India.” He did 
not deny the truth of ‘the book, but the 
author had chosen to set out all the evils 
of India. which were not the whole of it. 
An excellent survey of the country was given 
in the Simon Commission report. 

With wegard to child marriage, he said,that 
there was a great deal of it, and it was one 
of Indiu’s worst evils; but most educated 
Indians did not practise it; and it would soon 
disappear. ;

Jamaica was best known for her exports, but 
her chief importance was that she was a 
strategic point in relation to America. In 
the past she had done considerable business 
with America, but to-day every effort’ was 
being made to divert that trade to Canada.

THOMISTIC. PHILOSOPHY.

In the fourth lecture of his series on 
Thomism at the Central Catholic Library, 
yesterday, the Rev. Dr. Fahey, C.8.8p., 
showed how in the thirteenth century man- 
kind had (so far) most fully accepted God's 
plan. Western Europe successfully incor- 
porated the three great intellectual achieve- 
ments of Greco-Roman. civilisation—namely, 
Roman law, Aristotelian philosophy and the 
literature and art of Greece and Rone. This 
process of incorporation, in! order to get it 
into its proper perspective, must be con- 
sidered in relation to the supremacy of the 
life of grace, the life of the mystical body. 
With St. Thomas culminated the process of 
assimilation of Aristotelian philosophy, The 
opposition of a wrangling world to St. 
Thomas and the popularity of nominalism led 
gradually to a weakening of the human in- 
telligence. In order to try to get the proud 
and the strong to think and reflect and do 
penance, God sent Saint Catharine of Siena 
and Saint Joan of Arc. Though these saints 
had warned the peoples that they were losing 
their Catholic grip of order, the decay which 
prepared the way for the revolt of the six- 
teenth century was but imperfectly arrested.

IMPORTANCE OF 
CLEANLINESS. 


a oa 
LEGISLATION THAT IS 
OVERDUE, 


HE demand for a thoroughly clean milk 
| ' supply for the Free State was outlined 
in an address given by Dr. G. C. 
Dockeray, of Dubhiu “University, to the 
members of the Jersey Cattle Society of 
Ireland at Bewley’s Café, Grafton street, 
Dublin, yestérday. 
Mr. W.:F. Odlum, President of the Society, 


presided, 
THE LECTURE. 

Dr. Dockeray gave ilaustrations of how 
milk.can be made impure through the care- 
lessness of eow-hands in the management cf 
milking vessels, and in not keeping the 
animals and byres clean, It was essential for 
the public health that there should be a good 
milk supply. Diseases could be classified into 
two groups—bacteria coming through diseased 
cows, and bacteria which roar its way into 
the milk through some human source. He 
pointed to several epidemics, one at Montreal, 
where disease was traced to an operator cf 
the pasteurisation plant, who apparently had 
been a germ-carrier. 

Tuberculosis in cows was the most im- 
portant disease against which there must be 
effective safeguards. He mentioned that at 
the Dublin abbatoir it was found that thirty 
per cent. of the animals killed suffered from 
| tuberculosis, but that, he said, must not 

cause amy unnecessary alarm, as those were 
mostly old cattle not used for milk produc- 
tion. In fighting tuberculosis in this country 
there was a difficulty because of the number 
of cows that reacted to the recognised tests. 


HYGIENIC MILKING, 

One safeguard against unclean milk was 
hygienic milkmg methods, and that the milk 
should be distributed in a careful manner, so 
that bacteria should not be attracted. Another 
safeguard was pasteurisation, which, however. 
he did not altogether favour, The Government 
could ‘help by passing effective laws, regulat- 
ing the grading of milk. In England there 
were too many terms for milk grades, and 
much confusion resulted. - It would be better 
to have something of the Grade A tuberculin 
tested milk, allowing, say, 30,000 bacteria per 
cuhic centimetre. 

Something would have to be done in the 
Free. State to bring such a thing into law 
because it was quite unfair to have people 
who were producing good milk put on to the 
same plane as people who were producing 
milk and labelling it Grade A and other 
names that could not compare for quality. 
He referred to the need for efficient lighting 
in cow-houses, clean water, and the use of 
steam for sterilising utensils and containers. 
The steaming of utensils was far míre 
effective than scalding, and the proper cool- 
ing of milk was essential, 


PASTEURISATION. 

Dr. Dockeray said that he opposed com- 
pulsory pasteurisation, for usually it was a 
cloak to conceal dirty methods of production. 
if there was to be nothing but compulsory 
pasteurisation, camouflage of milk would be 
widespread, and there would be no encourage- 
ment to use clean methods. In one bottle of 
alleged pasteurised milk tested in Dublin, he 
said, no less than 149,000,000 dead 
bacclli and 29,000,000 living  bac@li 
i“ cubic centimetre were found. 

e could not believe that that was 
fresh milk, so he went to the vendor, who. 
on looking up dates, etc., remarked that it 
was offered for sale during Eucharistic (odn- 

ess Week, when milk was reaching Dublin 
rom all over the country. 

The dangers which might arise from com- 
pulsory pasteurisation, he added, were fairly 
obvious. 

He hoped that in the near future thev 


various deputations were told was ready, but 
never was produced. A number of smalle 
shops selling milk along with hundreds of 
other things should be put out of business. 
because of the dangers of contamination. I) 
one small street in Dublin he counted 
eighteen such shops—a number that would 
seem to be far in excess of the number 
actually required.

At night at the local Social Service head- 
quarters at Grangetown, Prince George saw 
men cobbling, making dolls’ houses and 
bagatelle boards, and doing other work, and 
he im§pected soup kitchens, where 400 un- 
employed men are fed every day. There was 
round after round of cheering as he drove off. 

Earlier on the Prince's arrivai at Grange- 
town members of the National Unemployed 
Workers’ movement took part in a smal! 


demonstration. About fifty of the unemployed. 


movement stood in a group shouting and 
whistling as the Prince deued from his car, 
They beat a “‘ magic’? drum which they re- 
gard as a mascot and waved a blackboard 
with the words ‘‘ Down with social service 
and its blackleg labour.”

War Debts and the Werid. 


It is almost certain that the delegation 
which will plead Britain's case against War 
debts will be led by the Prime Minister. 
Mr. Macdonald is marked out for the 
position not only by his practice and skill 
in the handling of international con- 
ferences, but by the wish of both the 
British and American peoples. The 
precise date of the meeting remains un- 
known. It had been fixed vaguely for the 
first days of March, but so early a date 
will not be acceptable to Mr. Roosevelt, 
who will not have found time to collect 
his array of experts and alvisers, There 
suggestion, however, that 
Macdonald shall precede the formal 
delegation. By a visit to the White 
House before the negotiations begin he 
might be able to lay some sort of a basis 
for the later parleys. The negotiations 
at their best are likely to be protracted ; 
for, as many spokesmen of the British 
Government observed, all the 
premisses of the British case, involving 
the effect of War debts upon the welfare 
or distress of the whole world, must be 
submitted and scrutinised before any 
question of facts or fig-zres can be con- 
sidered.

The fact is that Mr. de 
Valera and his friends cannot have things 
both ways. Last October South Tipperary 
spent £2,800 on home assistance. In 
December the amount increased to £7,061. 
and last month it was £4,516. Clearly 
this condition of affairs cannot be allowed 
to continue. No country could survive 
such a drain on its financial resources. 
There is no compensating revenue to make 
up for the growing disbursements in home 
relief; and, furthermore, the national 
taxes are being increased, with the result 
that the ratepayer is being mulcted 
doubly. This aspect of the Free State 
citizen's case was ignored during the re- 
cent general election, but now it demands 
urgent attention. South Tipperary’s case 
is only one among many.

The economic 
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Many readers of this newspaper were in 
the debt of Katherine Elizabeth Younge, 
“ late of Oldtown, Rathdowney, aged 73,”’ 
who was Buried on Monday. For some 
dozen years, until infirmity stopped her 
pen, Miss Young was a frequent con- 
tributor to. our correspondence columns, 
over the signature “‘ K.’’ Her range was 
wide, her English was delightful, and her 
letters stirred either admiration or pro- 
test ; for she held very clear views and did 
not hesitate to proclaim them. Here, if 
ever. was a laudator temporis acti. 
“K'” was a gentlewoman, derived from 
the old, landed class. She saw little that 
was good in the new and strange Ireland 
oí. her declining years—especially when 
the death of a beloved sister, “M. A. 
Rathkyle,"’ a writer of charming prose, 
had enhanced her solitude. Her favourite 
theme was the decay of Irish manners: 
the passing, with the “ big house,” of the 
intimate, helpful relations between gentry 
and their tenants; the new contempt for 
steady work and for old-fashioned, 
healthy food; the villages’ new craze for 
fine clothes and constant amusement. In 
politics, naturally, ‘‘ K ’’ was an extreme 
Tory ; she had the “ Irish R.M.’s ”’ quick 
eye for our people’s political failings, and 
something less than that twin observer's 
charity for them. She was a passionate 
lover of the countryside, describing its 
beauties with a sure and tender touch; 
and she pleaded often in these columns 
for the more pious care of trees. No 
doubt,. ‘‘ K's ”” simple and strong style 
came from her absorption in the English 
classics. She had Boswell at her finger 
tips and seemed to know Sir Walter Scott 
by heart. We may say now. perhaps, that 
the woman was even more remarkable 
than her letters. In her Queen's County 
solitude she lived a Spartan life, rich only 
in her books and in her thoughts, subsist- 
ing on the minimum of food, a prodigious 
walker, never betraying; in her extra- 
ordinarily clear and minute handwriting, 
the gradual failure of her sight. We owe 
this slender wreath to the memory of a 
proud, learned and indomitable woman 
If she was among the last of a great stock, 
so much the worse for Ireland. 


British Fisheries. 


Great Britain is concerned about the dis- 
tressed condition of her fishing industry. 
Under the Import Duties Act a tariff was 
placed on foreign supplies of fish, but the 
general view in the industry is that the 
rate was too low to act as an efficient 
check. Some months ago a request was 
made for a higher rate. The Import Duties 
Advisory Committee refused to believe, 
against all the protestations of the in- 
dustry, that the fault was due to excessive 
imports, and thus far has forborne to give 
a decision. Now the trawler owners are 
repeating their pressure. They claim that 
in the intervening months the price of 
fish has dropped still further ; catches are 
no longer profitable, and an increasing 
number of fishermen is being driven 
into idleness. England’s trouble, if, 
indeed, it springs from excessive im- 
ports of foreign-caught fish, is compara- 
tively simple of remedy. The plight of 
the Trish fishermen is rooted more deeply, 
and will call for more complicated 
measures, It is true that our fishermen 
are handicapped by the almost unhindered 
poaching of external trawlers, and that this 
difficulty must be faced before they can 
recover full prosperity. Yet the essential 
trouble is that we are not a nation of fish- 
eaters. There are no fish in the world to 
surpass those which abound in Irish 
waters; nevertheless, the consumption of 
fish in the Free State is almost negligible 
—it is hardly more than a sixth of the 
English consumption per capit.. A certain 
amount of advertisement and propaganda 
has been devoted to this deficiency in the 
past year; but the effect is nof strongly 
noticeable, and an intensive campaign 
would improve the industry’s chances.

GENEVA, Wednesday. 


The British programme of works for the 
Disarmament Conference is rapidly getting 
under way, and is already producing 
hopeful results. 8 

‘To-day Mr. Eden, the British Under 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, in- 
troduced. his draft declaration, which aims 
at improving on the Kellogg Pact. — 

Mr. Litvinoff, the Russian delegate, 
objected to the limitation of the under- 
taking by Europe, because he thought that 
such an action might weaken the 
authority of the Kellogg Pact among non- 
European signatories, as seeming to en- 
able a would-be aggressor to get away with 
conduct that might be forceful, but could 
not be brought within the juridical inter- 
pretation of war. 

The Belgian delegate sugy sted an 
amendment to enable countries to repel 
invasion. 

The Chairman inted out that the 
obligation would w extended to non- 
European countries later, and drafts and 
amendments are now in the hands of the 
Drafting Committee. 

In further development of their pro- 

gramme, the British delegation have sub- 
mitted draft terms of reference for the 
Special Air Committee, as follows :— 
“Tó examine the possibility of the en- 
tire abolition of military and naval 
machines, and all bombing from the air, 
combined with an efiective international] 
control of civil aviation.”’ 

The British draft declaration is as 
follows :— 

“ Acting respectively through their 
undersigned representatives, duly au- 
thorised to that effect, anxious to serve 
the cause of disarmament by increasing 
the spirit of mutual confidence, between 
the nations of Europe. Determined to ful- 
fil not only the letter, but also the spirit 
of the obligations which they accepted 
under the Pact of Paris, signed on August 
27, 1928, hereby solemnly undertake that 
they will not, in any case, resort to force 
for the purpose of resolving any present or 
future differences between them.’’

VALERA’S 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR,—Í did not. listen to President de 
Valera’s speech on the occasion of the open 
ing of the new broadcasting station at 
Athlone, but, since reading what | presume 
to have been an accurate report in your 
paper, [ have been waiting for someone to 
deal faithfully with it. When, on such an 
occasion as this, the head of the Government 
speaks much°more ori than uwrbt one has a 
right to expect him to state the national 
philosophy in terms calculated to command 
the respect, at least, if not the sympathy, of 
foreign intellects. 

The President, in reviewing our sad _ his- 
tory, catalogued all the invasions we have 
suffered, beginning with the Norsemen. |! 
would like to ask him two guestions— (1) Are 
Invasions ever justified’ (2) Why begin with 
the Norse incursions when we: know that 
they were antedated only by a few hundred 
years by the mroad of a handful of fair- 
haired, iron-bearing Gaels, who imposed 
themselves and their Janguage on the abori-. 
gines? One suspects from the President's 
naive point of view that, so long as he is of 
the party of the successful invader, the 
matter is justified by its results and his high 
intentions, 

Appeal to Europe or America for sympathy 
in our invasions is surely the acme of abstr- 
ditvy. Will the President's appeal constrain 
his friends, the North Americans, to a tardy 
act of justice by withdrawing in favour of 
the Red Indian, or at least adopting his 
speech and manners? Invasion has followed 
wave of invasion across Asia and Europe as 
relentlessly as anticyclone follows cyclone 
from the Atlantic, and, it wou'd appear, 
much for the same reason. Regions of low 
human pressure become filled up from the 
outside, I suppose that every race in Europe 
has overrun its neighbours at some time or 
other, and would the President have us re- 
member all these and weep for the wrongs 
of Magna Grecia? I am sure that he has 
abdured our own Irish race's past wrong- 
doing, and vowed that he-will never make 
colonies in Cornwall again. 

There has been so much bleating about 
liberty and nationality during the last 150 
years that politicians and other non-histort- 
cally minded persons forget, or never knew, 
that there have been long ages during which 
men flourished with a minimum of them, and 
that there will be such ages again. I! often 
wonder, when I listen to our rhapsodists of 
libert” how far they are actuated by love 
of liberty im the abstract, or even by the 
lower love of the liberty of their own land, and 
how far by hatred of their neighbours. 
can see the love shine through the words of 
Thomas Davis—for the fruit of love is a 
sweet and precious thing not to be mistaken— 
but of how many other Irish patriots can this 
be said’ 

President de Valera dubs us the champions 
of liberty. Champions of our own liberty, 
perhaps, but certainly not of liberty im 
eneral' Was Byron Irish, or Shelley? 1 
ae never heard that we gave either 
sympathy or help to the Netherlands in their 
national struggle, or to Greece, Belgium or 
Italy. Our “ Wild Geese ’’ went abroad to 
sell their swords to the biggest bullies in 
Europe—not to rescue heroic little countries 
in distress. In the last Boer War the hand- 
ful of Irish who fought with the Boers were 
actuated solely by hatred of England; if the 
foe had been Germany, the Boers would have 
fought alone. Our love for our own liberty 
ig too much akin to that want of discipline 
which prevents us from uniting under a single 
leader. and is therefore paradoxically the 
cause of our want of liberty. Contrast the 
solid front which the Ulsterites present to us 
at present, 

If my memory serves me, the President 
gloried in otr escape from Roman sway, but 
the historian may be allowed to think that, 
if the Roman genius pacts tmponere morem 
had been éxercised here for 500 years, it 
would have left us a better people. At least, 
it would have Europeanised us. In eata- 
loguing the attractions of our country Pre- 
sident de. Valera overlooked our chief origi- 
nalitv, that, excepting Christianity, we have 
remained untouched by every great moye- 
ment of the last two thousand years, and thus 
present a picture of what Europe would have 
heen like if there had heen no Roman Empire 
or Age of Chivalry, no Crusades, Renaissance 
or Reformation. It is little short of miracn- 
lous that an island so remote and unrespon- 
sive should have been Christianised so soon, 
but even here it is remarkable that we gave 
an independent and original form. to the 
universal religion of Western Europe. Jt is 
not the least remarkable attribute of such an 
individual as President de Valera that in the 
secular sphere he maintains an ultramontane 
isolation, while in the religious he is the 
perfect internationalist, 

Among a number of other matters open to 
comment I note with pleasure that the Presi. 
dent realised the advantage the English lan- 
guage gives us to gain the ear of the world;

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THE MICHIGAN 
TROUBLES.

Prompt action after the receipt of the 
news of the banking troubles in Michigan 
averted any serious trouble in the foreign 
exchange market to-day, though there was 
heavy selling of United States dollars 
immediately. lí the sales had been per. 
mitted to exert their normal effect, there 
would have been a heavy slump in the 
value of the dollar and a correspondin~ 
advance in quotation of the pound. The 
banks, however, operating for the 
Exchange Equilisation Fand, under the 
instructions of the Treasury and the Bank 
of England, took steps to prevent the 
pound from rising too quickly, and thie 
spot rate remained fairly steady around 
its former closing level of 14s. 13d. In the 
forward market, where demand and suppi) 
had frée play, dollars for delivery in three 
months’ time slumped from 134 cents di 
count to 2, cents discount against spot. 
The import of this movement is that 
speculators anticipate that dollars will be 
worth appreciably less in a few weeks 
time. 


Mr. Macdonald for Washington. 


Rumour to-day in regard to the War 
debts question says that Mr. Ramsay Mac 
donald will visit Mr. Roosevelt: in 
Washington next month, soon after the 
latter's inauguration as President, ana 
then will arrange that the War debt 
negotiations shall be conducted in London 
at the same time as the proceedings of 
the World Economic Conference. In such 
an event it would be proposed that there 
should be a moratorium for the War debt 
payment due on June 15th next. Mr. 
Macdonald’s visit to Washington wouls 
be designed to establish contact, and not 
to undertake the actual debt negotiations. 


A Welsh Liberal Group. 


Mr. Lloyd George has contrived to form 
a Welsh Liberal group, but it is a very 
little one, barely more than a family affair 
of eleven. The two Welsh members whe 


i are supporters of Sir John Simon did noí 


attend the meeting last night. A further 
meeting of the new party will take place 
in the course of the next week or so, when 
the future attitude of the group towards 
Government policy will be debated fully. 
Mr. Lloyd George last night made what 
amounted to quite a generous offer for a 
leader, wlien he suggested that he should 
vacate his present seat on the Opposition 
front bench, and should sit with the other 
members of his party. This offer was 
made when the members decided that they 
would sit together in the House, but 
whether the leader's gesture will he 
accepted has yet to be decided. Mr. Lloyd 
George, as an ex-Minister, is entitled to a 
front bench seat, but, if he continues to 
occupy it, he will be cut off from his 
followers by some two or three benches. 


Over Everest. 


One of the most important of British 
air adventures will start to-morrow, when 
the Marquess of Clydesdale, Air-Commo- 
dore P. F. M. Fellowes and Flight-Lieu- 
tenant MacIntyre will leave Heston air- 
port for Purnea, about 160 miles from 
Mount Everest. They hope to be the first 
human beings to fly over the summit of 
this 29,000 feet high mountain. The de- 
parture will be quite an informal affair, 
though a number of friends of the airmen 
will be present. The plan of the expedition 
is to fly around the summit of the mountain 
for twenty minutes, which will enable many 
pictures to be taken by a most elaborate 
photographic equipment. The members of 
the expedition will wear electrically-heated 
clothes, gloves, spectacles, and oxygen 
masks, while the cameras will be protected 
by jackets thermostatically controlled. 


Irish Goods on Show. 


Apart from the usual Irish Free State 
display in the British Empire section, 
organised by the High Commissioner, and 
another arranged by the Gaeltacht 
Industries Depót, the Irish Free State 1s 
represented by only one cr two exhibits at 
the British Industries Fair, which will 
open on Monday next. . In the textile 
section at the White City several linen 
concerns from Northern. Ireland will 
exhibit. It is certain that the official dis- 
plays from both South and North will be 
well organised, and will cover many 
industries ; but it is regrettable that, out 
of the hundreds of individual exhibits, so 
few should be representative of Irish 
interests. 


Work for Wales. 


The heavy trades of this country are 
showing a determination to modernise 
their equipment and plant, and during 
the next few months there will be a number 
of demonstrations, which will reveal 
that progress has been achieved. 
is anticipated confidently that 
iron, coal and steel industries 
South Wales will benefit materially 
from the great transport § improve- 
ment plan contemplated b, the Great 
Western Railway, which has just received 
Government sanction. This provides for 
the construction of five thousand 20-ton 
wagons to replace those of smaller capacity 
now in use, and, as some fifty thousand 
tons of steel will be required to build these 
new wagons, there is work in ee ye for 
South Wales, where they will be built. 
The larger wagons will be of great use to 
the colliery companies, since they will help 
to reduce charges, and thus will increase 
the competitive power of Welsh coal in the 
international market. 


New Zealana’s Navy. 


The Admiralty is calling for volunteers 
for service in the New Zealand Division 
of the Royal Navy. The posts to be filled 
number fifteen, including one Commander, 
to take over the training establishment at 
Auckland and to command H.M.S. 
Philomel; one Commande: for H.M.S. 
Diomede,* one Surgeon-Commanler and 
one Paymaster Lieutenant-Commander. 
The New Zealand Division consists of 
the Diomede and Dunedin, cruisers of 
just under 5,000 tons each; Philomel, an 
old cruiser of 2,500 tons, used as a train- 
ing ship; and Wakakura, a trawler, which 
also is used for training purposes, It is 
undetstood that the call. for volunteers 
indicates a decision by the New Zealand 
Government to maintain its naval divi- 
sion, instead of proceeding with its inten- 
tion to request the Admiralty to take 
Over the ships in return fer an annual 
subsidy. 


The Circus Maximus. 


Signor Mussolini has given his consent 
to a proposal to excavate the Circus 
Maximus, the great stadium where 
Christians were martyred and fights -vere 
staged between gladiators. in the davs of 
the Crsars. Tís; Cireus, which lies in 
the hollow between the Palatine and 
Aventine hills, was one of the greatest 
stadia that the world has ever seen. I¢ 
was built originally under the Tarquins, 
was extended by Julius Cesar, and after- 
wards was «niarged and embellished with 
marble tiers under successive emperors. 
Its seating capacity has been . variously 
estimated as between 250,000 and 350.000 
peoplo—from four to six times as big as 
the Colosseum, the ruin of which is one 
of the wonders of the world. The work of 
excavation will begin immediately after 
the completion of the excavation of the 
Temple of Venus Genetrix, built by Julius 
Cesar in honour of the goddess from whom 
he claimed to be descended: This work 


is progressing rapidly.

HE war against Marxism and Com- 
munism is being carried on with un- 
abated vigour by the present rulers, Herren 
von Papen and a The latest blow 
has been to appoint Police Commander

Communists no longer even enjoy im- 
munity in the Reichstag building; for 
a meeting of a hundred of them last 
night in a room there was searched for 


| arms, and then dispersed by the police 


acting on instructions from the Nazi Presi- 
dent Goering. 

The Democratic evening raper, &-Uhr- 
Abenblatt, which is published by Rudolf 
Mosse, the proprietor of the Berliner 
Tageblatt and numerous other papers, 
and the Socialist Vorwaerts, have both 
been forbidden for one week.

Mayor Cermak was standing about 
twenty feet away from Mr. Roosevelt on 
the street. ; 

Mr. Roosevelt, as is always the case, 
was walking with the aid of sticks owing 
to the infantile paralysis from which he 
has never been completely cured, at the 
time the shooting took place. 

After the outrage Mr. Roosevelt has 
cancelled his plans to entrain for New 
York, and accompanied Mayor Cermak 
when the latter was removed to hospital. 

The onlookers lost no time in seizing 
Mr. Roosevelt's assailant. Tle police 
arrested him, ard he is now securely

QUESTIONS IN HOUSE 
OF COMMONS.

AAR. MABANE = (Liberal - National, 

Huddersfield) asked the Prime 
Minister in the House of Commons 
yesterday whether the recent speech by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer to the 
American journalists to the effect that the 
American War debt must le treated as 
an isolated problem was now regarded as 
representing the policy of the Govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald—My right hon. 
friend made no such statement. On the 
contrary, his speech was primarily con- 
cerned with consideration of matters, other 
than War debts, affecting the present 
world depression. He made it plain, in 
answer to questions, that, while he dil 
not regard the discussion of War debt as 
an occasion for bargaining, he was 
anxious that all questions which dealt 
with world recovery should be discussed 
by the two Governments in a spirit of 
se ge mir for a common end. 

r. Mabane asked the Prime Minister 
whether it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment, while discussing with the United 
States of America other matters of 
economic importance, to preserve the dis- 
cussion on ar debts in isolation; and 
whether he would give an assurance that 
in those discussions the cancellation of 
War debts would be treated, not a: a con- 
cession to us, but as an act to the mutual 
and equal benefit of the United States of 
America and of this country. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald—I would refer 
my hon. friend to the full statement 1 
made on Monday last in reply to my hon. 
friend the member for East Aberdeen. I 
do not think it would be desirable for me 
to say more pending the forthcoming dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Mabane—Is he aware that in very 
responsible quarters in this country and 
America the statement is interpreted in 
an opposite sense to the statement made 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
will he assure the House that no such 
contradiction exists? 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald—That is true. 
[ hope the answer I have given will 
remove the misunderstanding. 


GOVERNMENT’S POLICY. 


Mr. George Lansbury (leader of the 
Opposition) asked the Prime Minister 
whether he was in a position to assure 
the House that before the Government 
delegation is sent to Washington to con- 
fer with the United States Government on 
war debts and the world economic 
problem, he would, in circumstances which 
would permit debate, make a statement 
outlining the broad principles of the 
policy which the Government proposes to 
pursue 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald—I_ cannot 
agree with tho right hon. gentleman’s re- 
quest before we have had at least pre- 
liminary discussions with the United 
States Government. As it would not con- 
duce to a suceessful outcome of those 
discussions I cannot see my way to give 
the assurance asked for in the question. 

Mr. Lansbury—I see the Prime Minister 
wishes for preliminary discussions. What 
I am asking for is that thi. House. before 
the vital discussions take place, shall have 
an opportunity of knowing wha. is in the 
Government's mind, and to be able to 
discuss this question. 

Mr. Macdonald—I am obliged for the 
explanation, He refers to the time before 
the Government delegation is :ent away; 
my reply refers to now. If he will repeat 
his question later on, 1 will answer him.

SIR R. LINDSAY TO MEET

Within the last. few days 
Britain had put forward a programme of 
work designed to put an end to general 
discussions which produced so little re- 
sult, and to hasten the attainment of 
definite conclusions. British policy 
aimed, not only at giving a lead for the 
international adoption of practical 
methods of disarmament, but sought to 
establish the sense of confidence and of 
mutual understanding between nations 
upon which an effective measure of agreed 
international disarmament must rest. 


THE FAR EAST. 


Sir John said that there was a situation 
in the Far East which gave the greatest 
coneern to every supporter of the League 
of Nations, as the future of the League 
might be vitally affected by the outcome. 
Britain sought to act as a good member 
of the League and as the firm friend of 
both sides, and had co-operated to the 
utmost in her power to bring about a 
reconciliation. If conciliation for the 
moment failed, the League had the duty of 
making a report and recommendations 
with firmness and fairness in order that 
the influence of world opinion might make 
its full contribution to a solution and 
settlement. |

According to returns issued yesterday 
49 Government Bills were introduced in 
1932, of which 34 were passed. Seven 
private deputies bills were introduced, but 
none were passed. One bill passed by 
both Houses was suspended for a stated 
period as dofined in Article 38a of the 
Constitution. No bill was rejected; none 
lapsed ; two were withdrawn, and twelve 
were carried over to 19355. 

Durihg the Session no fewer than 701 
questions were addressed to Ministers. The 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries had the 
largest number, namely, 169; 52 were 
addressed to the President, and only five 
to the Minister for Defence. 

The Dail sat on 69 days during the year, 
altogether a period of 450 hours and 25 
minutes; 83 hours were devoted to esti- 
mates and 154 to financial resolutions in 
Committee on Finance. During debates the 
closure was applied six times.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
POLICY. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes:—The debates in the House ot 
Commons yesterday and to-day will have 
covered every aspect of the problem of un- 
employment. Colonel Baldwin-Webb’s 
motion has already provided an oppor- 
tunity for an exchange of views between 
the Government and the supporters ¢n 
the question of public works, and the 
Labour Party's motion of censure to-day 
will enable the Government to gather 
opinions upon all the matters which affect 
the volume of unemployment in this 
country. The terms of the Labour Party's 
motion make it certain that prominence 
will be given to the suggestion that tre 
time has come to abandon the search for. 
and the enforcement of, economy in public 
expenditure. That suggestion should oe 
sternly resisted. When over-taxation is 
clearly one of the principal causes of un 
employment, anything which would in- 
volve an addition to either national «r 
local taxation would be fatal. The direct 
financing of production out of rates or 
taxes has been generally proved to be a 
highly wasteful policy in the sense that 
it produces the least return for a given 
—eo and an active destructive 
poli 


cy in that it discourages taxpayers and 

ratepayers from other forms of enterprise. 

In the coming financial year, proceeds 
The Times, would it really be more 
terrible to suspend the Sinking Fund im 
order to relieve British taxpayers than it 
was in 1932-33 virtually to suspend the 
Sinking Fund in order to pay the American 
debt? Or again, if it be true that over- 
taxation is a serious cause of unemploy- 
ment, would it be improper to suppose 
that lower taxation might lessen unem- 
ployment and its cost? As for any danger 
to the exchange value of sterling, it can- 
not seriously be pretended that a bold 
Budget would be misconceived abroad or 
shake confidence at home.

With the severing of diplomatic 
relations between Colombia and Peru 
to-day, the first step has een taken 
towards the declaration of open warfare 
in the dispute over the Amazon frontier 
town of Leticia. 

Colombia has instructed her representa- 
tive in Lima, Peru, to ask for his pass- 
ports, says a telegram from Bogota, and 
later to-day the Colombian Foreign Office 
handed their passports to the members 
of the Peruvian Legation in the Colombian 
capital. 

According to a message from Para, 
Brazil, hostilities broke out at Leticia 
to-day, following an ultimatum delivered 
to the Peruvian force at the Peruvian port 
of Tarapaca, on the Potomayo River, by 


) General Vasques Cobo, who is in command 


of the Colombian forces. . 

The ultimatum called on Peru to sur- 
render Leticia. 

After the issue of the ultimatum the 
bombardment was begun by Colombian 
aeroplanes and the gunboat Cordoba. as 
the same time eight hundred mew were 
disembarked, and engaged the Peruvian 
defending force. The casualties on both 
sides are reported to have been heavy. 

Three Peruvian aeroplanes replied by 
bombarding the Colombian steamer Narino 
in the Potomayo River. 

The Colombian -troops this morning 
claimed to have captured the port of 
Tarapaca, eighty miles north of Leticia, 
and to have driven out the Peruvian 


forces which occupied it. 

A “FOREIGN LEGION,” 

M. Bonavides, the Peruvian Minister 
in London, yesterday described the com- 
position of the Colombian force at present 
operating in the Leticia district. This 
force, he said, has the character of a 
Foreign Legion, for the Commander-in- 
Chief is a Chilean, his deputy is a Swiss, 
the senior Colonel is Hungarian, and a 
large number of the officers are Germans. 
More- and more foreign mercenaries, he 
added, were being drafted to the maim 
Colombian force, and munitions and 
fighting ‘planes were pouring in from 
America on order from the Colombian 
headqu_rters. a

interests in Peru, the Minister said that 
they were not at the moment in any 
danger. There was every prospect of 
being able to keep Colombian forces from 
penetrating into the interior.

Brood mares of this type should also be very 
valuable if hunter breeding is again engaged 
in as a remunerative branch of farming. 

Although the Irish draught horse has 
become searce, a consideration of the circum- 
stances under “which he was originally pro- 
duced warrants thé conclusion that his 
restoration is within range of earnest effort. 
The Irish draught horse was eyolyed by selec- 
tion among the horses found in this country 
at the close of the eighteenth century. At 
thé present moment there is plenty of similar 
material, which requires only a process of 
careful selection, continued over a number of 
years, to ensure its further development and 
the creation of a fixed type.

MINISTER AND THE MAN BEHIND 
THE PLOUGH. 


At a largely attended dinner held in con- 
nection with the national ploughing cham- 
pionships in the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin, last 
night, Mr. Richard Blake presided. |: 

In ‘proposing the toast of‘ Prosperity to 
Ireland,” the Uiaieden thanked all who had 
helped to make a success of one of the hest 
ploughing matches held in the country. They 
could not have done so well were it not for 
the whole-héearted - suppott which they had 
received from the Department of ‘Agriculture, 
backed by their zealous Minister for Agricul- 
ture. They owed a debt of gratitude to the 
donors of the various trophies; to Mr. 
O'Dowd, for the field he had placed at their 
disposa!; to their Hon. Secretary, Mr. T. 
Ward; to Mr. O'Connor, County Instructor 
in Agriculture, and to Mr. ‘Greene, assistant 
to Mr, Watd. He hdped that when the 1 
compétition’ came bn they w have teams” 
from beyond the border. : 

Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, reply- 
ing, said that the toast of greener: to 
Ireland could not be proposed on 4 more 
fitting occasion. If the ploughmen of this 
country took an interest in their work and 
in that of their neighbours’ it would be an 
incentive. to. make their work perfect. 
Although he thought that his own County 
Wexford would come out on top, he was glad 
that his adopted County of Wicklow had won 
this time. It was well that the honour should 
go round, because if one county won all the 
time the others lost heart. He thought that 
some of the counties that competed in Gorey 
last year had improved greatly since last 
year, and if this continued the judges in 
future would have their difficulties increased. 
He was delighted to see that the men behind 
the plough were taking an interest and IA 
in their work, It was up to the County Com- 
mittees of Agriculture and to the Government 
to try to give the farmer a better living in 
the future. They were going to do that 
perhaps by trying to make farming more 
remunerative.

There 
was no Government bar against remuhera- 
tive works, On the contrary, it was their 
desire to encourage the local authorities to 
proceed with them. In.the sphere of 
urgent requirements he mentioned 
maternity and child welfare, further 
hospital provisions and seaside develop- 
ments. : 

The other side of the picture was the 
anxieties and difficulties of local authori- 
ties in regard to finance. Their out- 
standing loan debt now amounted to 
£1,300,000;000. They had been borrowing 
at the average rate of 100 millions a year, 
and they had to exercise great caution 
before incurring needless hixury expendi- 
ture. It was his duty, as Minister of 
Health, to hold the scales equally. The 
wise policy consisted of proper co-ordina- 
tion between the proinotion of works of a 
remunerative character and systematic 
economy by the prevention of needless and 
wasteful expenditure on mere relief works.

. OLD RECORD COMES TO 
LIGHT. 


New and interesting historical information 
relating to Nottinghamshire has _ recently 
come to light through the investigations of 
the County Records Committee, of which the 
Duke of Portland is chairman, 

At one time valuable documents were tied 
in brown paper parcels and piled indis- 
criminately in a room beneath the Shire Hall. 
Indeed, a jJarge number of documents are still 
stored in the old prison cells beneath that 
building, but two muniment rooms have now 
been constructed at the offices of the county 


as ferred to them. These have been sorted, 
classified, imdexed, and, where necessary, 


One of the relics which has come to light 
is an old “ Forest Book’’ of the sixteenth 
century, one of several made for the use cf 
the chief officers of the Forest of Sherwood. 
Many of the entries in it are translations 
of Latin charters and documents of muc 
earlier date than the book itself, which be- 
gins with a copy of a charter of the Forest 
granted by Henry III. This is followed ty 
a writ of pardon, dated February 9, 1236, to 
the ' Regardors*’ of the Forest. 

The three “'keepings ” or divisions of the 
forest and the bounds and marks of tho 
King’s “Hays” and woods are described in 
detail. © Numerous ‘perambulations of the 
forest are recorded, many being in Latin. 
There is a record-of a perambulation made in 
the reign of Elizabeth, disclosing the names of 
the verderers at that time, one of whom was 
Launcelot Roulston: The Rollestons have 
continued to play a part in the public life 
of Nottinghamshire for several centuries, and 
Sir Lancelot Rolleston is at present a member 
and ex-chairman of the county council.

Nikola Bunjanin, who tramped from the 
shores of Lake Baikal, on the border of 
Irkutsk (Asiatic Russia), to his home village, 
Graberja, near Petrinja, found that he had 
been declared dead fifteen years earlier, his 
estate of six acres had been sold, his cottage 
had fallen to pieces, and that his fiancée had 
married, 

Nikola left his home village in 1911 to 
serve in the Austrian Army, states Reuter, 
from Belgrade. Just when he should have 
been demobilised war broke out, and in 1915 
he was taken prisoner by the Russians. For 
eighteen years he remained in Russia. His 
many attempts to escape during the war 
failed, and he was sent to a remote part of 
Siberia. He did not know that the war had 
ended until some years after peace was made. 

Seven years ago he began, on foot, the 
journey back to his native place. Begging 
or working to keep himself on the way, he 
came across Russia and Turkey to Istanbul; 
then via Bulgaria, Rumania, and Hungary. 

He has now returned to his life of wander- 
ing from country to country, begging or 
working his way. 

Mr. Stuart Rudd, a night-watchman in the 
suburb of Auburn, claims two records, states 
Reuter’s Sydney correspondent. 

He has not had a night off nor a holiday 
for twenty years. He has walked 152,800 
miles on his nightly rounds—further, he 
claims, than any other man in Australia,

CRICKET. 
ARCHIE JACKSON 
DEAD. 


BIG LOSS TO THE GAME 
IN AUSTRALIA.

A big loss to the cricket world generally, 
and Australian cricket in particular, has been 
brought about by the death of Archie 
Jackson, the New South Wales and Australian 
Test cricketer, at the age of twenty-three. 

Jackson had been hailed as a second Victor 
Trumper, both for his youthful success and 
the elegance cf his batting, which brought 
him fame so early in his life. Actually Jack- 
son accomplished far more in big cricket than 
Trumper had done at his age. Possessed of 
styl and grace, combined with clever foot- 
work remimiscen$ of Trumper, Jackson first 


attracted attention when at school at Bal- 


main, S:dney. Joining the Balmain Club, 
Jackson did not long remain in the lower 


Great interest was shown by the public 
in the inquest which opened to-day on ths 
ex-British officer, Major Shepherd Nei'!, 
who died at the Marshal Square Police 
Headquarters on Sunday evening, February 
5th.
